_actual. It is an intensely practical 
.question which must be settled in 
-the: light of the carefully ascertain- 
.ed- present and future good of the 
greatest good of the greatest num- 
‘ber of those who are concerned. 

I should like to see a statement 
“of ‘the actual costs of the two city 
governments, and the presumable 
@aving to be effected by combina- 
ation, also all other economies 
which might be hoped for. 

A’ eonsolidated city would be a 
more ‘influential unit, but the two 
cities -ccoperating very nearly ap- 
proximate a unit now. 

Personally I would like to see a 
more explicit and comprehensive 
statement of expected advantages 
than has yet appeared. 

As has already been repeatedly 
stated, this is a moment of recon- 
struction, of expansion and creation. 

It is eertainly a fitting moment 
for us to give the best that is in 
us in the way of sincere and deter- 
mined study to this question which 
has been presented to our attention. 


Judge Crane—I am not in favor| 
of consolidation and do not care to 
enter into such a proposition. All 
the old scars have been forgotten, 
as far as I am concerned, and today 
we have a good fellowship between 
the people of Ontario and Upland. 
Consolidation means more quarrel- 
ing and I’m against it. 

R. C. Norton—I am NOT in favor 
of consolidation at the present time. 
I can see some good and I believe 
1 can see some difficulties. I am 
open to conviction but there are a 
few things to be worked out—if they 
ever can be.
